Camrose on Tuesday and Wednesday 
under the direction of The Alberta 
Poultry Pool, Limited. The pool sup- 
plied the equipment and help neces- 
sary for the killing, plucking and pre- 
paration for packing, and the grading 
to standdrds was also done by repre- 
sentatives of the organization. Every 
bird had to pass inspection by an 
Officer of the Dominion Government 
In nearly all cases the quality of the 
birds offered at the kill was consider- 
ed very satisfactory and rather higher 
than anticipated. There was a smaller 
number of fowl brought in than had 
been expected but this was probably 
accounted for by the fact that many 
farmers are just now trying to finish 
threshing. For the highest grade of 
fowl, the milk fed class, the initial 
payment made by the Pool was 17 
cents, The prices paid for other 
grades varied with slightly lower 
figures.
